Teacher Unemployment Rises 


In Some European Countries 
By Alvin Shuster 


ROME, Dec. 29 (NYT)— 
Maria Caterma Colonne, a 33- 
year-old Roman, recently became 
50 desperate in search of a teach- 
ing job that she began answering 
advertisements for maids. 

“I wanted to do something,” she 
said, “I felt useless. At one 
point, I even went from door to 
door to ask adults to sign up for 
reading lessons.” 

In London, Eileen Robinson, 
who is 22, spent months in the 
search for a teaching job, lived 
on unemployment benefits, and 
found that the only work avail- 
able was in drugstores or as 8 
barmaid. 

“T’'ve got a grant to go back to 
college now for another year of 
study,” she said. “Maybe that 
will better qualify me for a 
teaching job. But I'm afraid it 
will only make it easier to get a 
job in Woolworths.” 

Mrs. Colonna and Miss Robin- 
gon are among the thousands of 
trained teachers in Italy, Britain 
and other parts of Europe who 
have engaged in a fruitless quest 
for jobs, Teacher unempioyment, 
which is widespread in the Unit- 
ed States, is a nagging and grow- 
ing problem in some European 
countries. 

20,009 in Britain 

A survey by New York Times 
correspondents showed that the 
surplus of teachers was most 


crisis, ἢ estimated 
20,000 teachers are unable to find 
jobs in elementary and secondary 
schools and here even more are 
beHeved to be facing similar 
troubles. 

In West Germany, the problem 
is less serious, but the trends are 
worrying, particularly to union 
leaders, The newspapers in Bonn 
speak of a “teacher shortage” 
but that relates to the reluctance 
of local authorities to hire teach- 
ers because of pinched budgets. 

Union officials in West Ger- 
many estimate that 10,000 teach- 
ers are now unemployed or 
working outside their fleld, which 
represents a jobless rate for 
teachers of about 18 per cent 
compared with the genera] un- 
employment level of 4 per cent. 
But many new teachers are in 
the colleges now and, given the 
present problems, the number of 
unemployed teachers is expected 
to rise, 

To France, however, the survey 
showed that teacher unem- 
ployment did not appear to be a 
serious problem. Education is 
financed from a national educa- 
tion budget, which has been ris- 
ing regularly so that the lack of 
funds in city budgets does not 
inQuence hiring policy. 

Smaller Classes 

Moreover, the National Teach- 
ers Union in France has cam- 
paigned successfully for smaller 
classes, which has led to more 
jobs, Officials reported there 
that at a time of 1 million un- 
employed, or less than 5 per cent 
of the work force, teacher un- 
employment may be less than 2 
per cent. 

Of the Scandinavian countries, 
Denmark shores a problem of 
teacher uvemployment with 
Italy and Brita, while Norway 
and Sweden report no major 
surplus, The troubles in Den- 
mark arose because an unexpect- 
ed drop in the birthrate generat- 
ed heavy unemployment among 
Kindergarten teachers, 

The reasons for the surplus of 
teachers in Italy and Britain 
vary. They include an over- 
Production of teachers and an 
underpreduction of children as 
well as the economic squeeze. 

In Italy, for example, any 
graduate of high school, no 
matter bis grades, can enter a 
teachers’ college or a university 
and the result is an increasing 
number of men and women who, 
in the absence of other jobs, 
decided to try to teach.

Argentina Says

Argentine Colonel Slain 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 29 (Reu- 
ters)—Col. Francisco Bonifacio 
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Seven Million Unemployed in U.S. 


Last month the Labor Department's sur- 
yey counted 7.1 million unemployed Amer- 
jeans, an unacceptably high number. The 
next president, Mr. Carter, considers the 
creation of jobs to be his most utgent re- 
sponsibllity. But those 7.1 million people are 
unemployed for a lot of different reasons. 
To judge the policies now belng pressed on 
Mr, Carter, it helps to know what goes into 
the huge total figure. 

Why, for example, do we have high ὑπ: 
employment at a time when employers are 
running yards of help-wanted ads in most 
newspapers? It's an important point and 
deserves careful consideration, The expla- 
nation begins with a closer lock at those ads: 
they are listed by the skill wanted, beginning 
with accountants and ending with X-ray 
technicians. There isn't much offered for 
people in the category of highest unemploy- 
ment—the young people with Hitle training 
and less experience. 

Out of that natlonal total of 7.1 million 
unemployed, about 2 million are people who 
have been fired, or whose jobs have collapsed. 
They are out on the street, looking anxlously 
for new jobs. They represent the classic pic- 
ture of unemployment that most of us, no 
doubt, are carrying around in our minds. But 
they comprise fewer than one-third of the 
people carried in the unemployment statis- 
ties. Who are the others? 

Some 1.4 million have been laid off tem- 
porarily, and very few of them are actualy 
looking for other jobs, Thelr view is that 
they have good jobs—but they are in cyclical 
industries like automobiles or steel where 
layoffs are a part of life. When consumer 
demand picks up again, they'll be called back 
to work that is, very often, highly skilled and 
highly paid, In the meantime they get un- 
employment compensation and perhaps sup- 
plemental benefits. Of all the unemployed, 
these people are likely to be reachd first and 
most effectively by a fedural tax cut that 
leaves More money ir consumers’ pockets. 

Another 2 million of the unemployed are 
People who dropped out of the labor force 
altogether and are now coming back in. They 
dropped out for an infinite variety of rea- 
sons: to get more education. to rear children, 
or maybe just to go skiing. A good many lost 
Jobs months or years ago, and found the 
market so bleak that they stopped looking 
altogether. Remember that the Labor De- 
partment doesn't count people as unem- 
ployed un:ess they are actively seeking work, 


or are registered for a call-beck, When 
prospects improve, the dropouts flood back, 
start looking and become, technically. un- 
employed again, That's why unemploy- 
ment never comes down as fast as the jobs 
increase during an economic recovery. 

Another 900,000 of last month’s unemplos- 
ed are people who voluntarily left their last 
jobs. They decided to risk an uncertain 
period of unemployment in the hope of 
finding something better. 

The final 800,000 are the people, most of 
them teenagers, who are looking for their 
first jobs. Most of them have very little in 
the way of skills to offer an employer. Of 
all the major categories, they wi:] be helped 
least by ἃ tax cut. Many employers will put 
their experienced work crews on overtime 
before hiring these young workers. That is 
one of the reasons why inflation rates begin 
to rise long before the unemployment rate 
drops to 4 per cent, the traditional idea of 
full employment. If these youngsters are 
to get effective help, it will have to be in 
the form of training, guidance and, a5 a 
last resort, public service jobs. 

Even in times of high unemployment like 
the present, half of the people who are un- 
employed manage to find work in no more 
than elght weeks. The long-term jobless— 
people who have been looking for more 
than six months—are about one-eighth of 
the unemployed. Longer searches for the 
tight job—meaning higher unemployment 
rates—may be inevitable in a rich society 
like ours, with an increasing number of two- 
job families. People’s toleration is unpleas- 
and working conditions drops when the in- 
come is no longer absolutely essential. Un- 
employment compensation, for examiple, 
raises the unemployment rate. by a small 
but significant amount. But it is justified 
as 8 contribution to economic productivity, 
if it helps job-hunters to find the work best 
sulted to their tastes and abilities. 

Steady economic growth will make these 
Searches a great deal quicker and more suc- 
cessful. Job training will help in some of 
the hardest cases. But Americans are in- 
creasingly inclined, evidentiy. to be selective 
and take their time in choosing jobs, The 
prospect for the coming year is higher un- 
employment than the country Is accustomed 
to seeing during economic recoveries, despite 
anything the federal government can do— 
and despite those floods of help-wanted ads.

Namibia’s Independence 


The United Nations General Assembly 
sneaked in another political atrocity the 
other day. Though negotiations for inde- 
pendence are under way in Namibia, the 
African name of the land South Africa 
rules as the colony of Sauth West Africa, the 
assemb:y shouted through a resolution en- 
dorsing “armed struggle” to end Pretoria's 
control, It is true that the resolution, ap- 
proved by the kind of margin (107-6) that 
has come to signal assembly hysteria, adds 
no guns to the guerrillas on the ground. 
The idea behind it. however, is appalling: 
The United Nations is ostensibly devoted to 
the peaceful resolution of international dis- 
putes. Others. not the United Nations, are 
in fact trying to resoive this dispute peace- 
fully. Yet here comes the assembly to en- 
dorse a solution by violence The vote 
tramples on the UN Charter and on good 
sense alike. Anyone wishing to understand 
why the General Assembly has fallen into 
such low repute can end his inquiry here. 

Behind the vote. of course. 1165 a shabby 
ho-itical exercise. Some time ago, the Na- 
miblan group called the South West Afri- 
can People's Organization (SWAPO) got the 
assembly to anoint it the “sole” represen- 
tative of the Namibian people. SWAPO is 
the Ovambo triba] faction that is probably 
the best organized political-military opera- 
tion in the country. But its claim to speak 
for ali Namibians is absurd—at least in the 
eyes of a plain majority of Namibtans, those 
whose leaders are engaged in negotiations 
now. By skillful diplomacy and by brandish- 
ing its Marxtst credentials, however, SWAPO 


won the assembly's critical sanction all the 
same. 

This is the context in which the new as- 
sembly endorsement of “armed strugg.e” 
should be viewed—as another diplomatic 
victory for SWAPO. Its great fear, you see, 
is that other blacks in Namibia will nego- 
tiate the sort of independence that leaves 
to SWAPO, at best, anly that share of power 
that It could hope to command by its own 
political resources. SWAPO would prefer ta 
use the leverage of its guerrilla activity and 
tts diplomatic strength to win total power. 
The UN 1s its patsy. 

SWAPO’s greatest ally. however, is not the 
General Assembly, It is South Africa. It 
is mainly South African rigidity that has 
Stalemated the negotiations on Namibian 
independence, discouraged the moderate 
black tribes and mixed-race communities 
Participating in those negotiations, and 
given SWAPO the opening that its guerril- 
las and diplomats are trying to widen now. 
Many Africans expect Jimmy Carter some- 
how to breathe new Hfe into the negotia- 
tions when he takes office in January. Far 
more important is whether Pretoria changes 
its strategy and takes an approach that will 
permit the prompt establishment of an in- 
terlm government in Namibia, the imme- 
diate ending of apartheid there, and an or- 
derly transition to full independence—as 
promised by South Africa, By that process, 
SWAPO would have an incentive to join 
with its fellow Nemibians in the building of 
the land they share.

Debt Put at $3.4 Billion 


TOKYO, Dec. 29 (AP-DJ).— 
C. Itoh & Co. Japan's fourth 
largest trading. house, signed an 
agreement today with the finzn- 
cially stricken Ataka ἄς Co. to 
amalgamate by next Oct. 1. 

The object of the merger is to 
stave off the near unimaginabie 
financial consequences if Ataka 
were unable to repay its debts, 
currently estimated at 1 trillion 
yen (about $3.4 billion), officials 
involved in the merger said. 

The major banks—Sumitomo 
Bank and Kyowa Bank—which 
arranged the merger, said the 
agreement was completed “with 
the understanding that the prob- 
lem of Ataka isn’t only the prob- 
Jem of a single private business 
entity but also a problem affect~ 
ing the whole national economy.”

Trade-Off

sUCKET, Mass.—The 7.5 
Minauon gallons of oil sloshing 
around in the ocean to the south- 
east of here remind us that places 
like Nantucket are expendable 
in the modern world. 


If the island is to be soaked 15 
oil or, as will more probably hap- 
pen, be covered 
in asphalt, it will 
surely be a pity, 
but it will be. 
after all, merely 
another one of 
those “trade-offs” 
we accept in re- 
turn for the mod- 
em condition. 

Nantucketers 
themselves under- Bi ΑΥ̓͂Θ. 
stand and accept Bake: 
the necessity of ᾿ 
these “trade-offs.” For years now 
they heave been trading off the 
fragile beauty of their island for 
spending money, and it would 
take a hard heart not to sympa- 
thize with them. Despite its 
extraordinary beauty, the island 
is. by most measures of wealth. 
one of the poorest areas in 
Massachusetts. When the rich 
are paying big for beauty, it is 
only natural that the poor should 
sell. 

It is a sucker’s deal for the rich, 
of course, and Nantucketers know 
it. When the real estate crowd 
has finished turning the island 
into another typical American 
suburb, tre beauty will have turn- 
ed into an eyesore. 

The islanders’ needs clash mn- 
evitably with the desires of the 
well-heeled summer people who 
want Nantucket preserved as a 
refuge from the mainland hells 
where thes normally domicile. 
Baving acquired what they regard 
as a piece of paradise, the sum- 
mer people tend to conservation- 
ist schemes aimed at stopping 
development, and thus become 
polltical enemies of the islanders 
who often view them as fat in- 
terlopers insensitive to the needs 
of the year-round people. 

in the past few vears, the con- 
servationisis have shown grow- 
ing muscle. They have even stop- 
ped or hindered a few of the 
more grandiose projects for trim- 
ming the island moors and ponds 
with summer housing of the 
suburban-developme.t variety. 
These victories have been won in 
the courts, however. In the local 
Nantucket politica) arena, the 
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advocates of “growth” usually 
prevail, 

farlier this year. political dect- 
sions in which the summer people 
do not participate put Nantucket- 
ers on record in favor of an 
oceanside Holiday Ino motel 
designed principally to cater to 
oi] drillers working off Georges 
Bank. 

in another test of Nantucket 
attitudes toward conservation. 
the islanders voted against en- 
dorsing the so-called Kennedy 
ὉΠ, which would create a joint 
federal-loca] partnership to pre 
vent unchecked real estate devel- 
opment throughout th: island 

Obviously, Nantucketers take 
much the same attitude toward 
“growth” that 15 commonly taken 
by people who stand to profit 
from it They may not be well 
dispose to growth-enhancing oil 
tankers thet break up on their 
shoals and threaten their tourist 
business, but they are not above 
making another “trade-off"—na- 
ture for subdivisions—when it 
Promises to boost the local 
economy. 

This is not to suggest that they 
should be more high minded than 
anybody else, Their economic 
need is certainly more pressing 
than the ot! industry's. The point 
is that economics seems to com- 


pel us all, the poor and the rich © 


alike, to turn things into s'ums. 

The oil compuision is now turn- 
ing the Atlantic south of here 
into a marine slum, and the real- 
estate compulsion promises to 
turn places like Nantucket into 
island slums. And we accept both 
as “trade-off" to keep us moving 
along the road to a better life. 

There is still no oil on the 
beaches of Nantucket, and dead 
birds are few. On the roads to 
the beaches, however, one sees 
once beautiful moors scarred by 
dozens and dozens of real estate 
speculations—newly-erected sum- 
mer houses, each placed to create 
a "view." and woods already cut 
for new developments. Ten years 
ago, all these lands were empty 
except for wildlife Twenty years 
from now, at the present growth 
rate, the island will look like co- 
op clty. 

And although ii will be too bad. 
it will be absolutely justifiable. 
An economic necessity. An in- 
evitable development toward’ a 
more modern human condition. 
Another step down the ladder to 
Paradise.

Agnes de Mille—From Paralysis to ‘Wings’

NE YORE (NYT).—T dont 
know that I'l do much 
more that’s new.” Agnes de 
Mille said, reflecting on her 
long career as a choreographer. 
“I have come to a change in 
my life. [It’s not @ diminution. 
It's just different. That's the 
biggest discovery Tye made.” 
On Mgy 15, 1975, at 5:50 pm., 
only two hours before she was 
to go on stage with her com- 
pany in New York, Miss de 
Mille suffered a stroke that left 
her, at first, near death then 
paralyzed on the right side. 
Last fall, after a year of re- 
habilitative therapy, she was 
able to supervise the restaging 
of her 1942 ballet, “Rodeo,” for 
the Joffrey Ballet. The vibrant 
new production looked as fresh 
85 a premiere, reworked in all 
its dramatic Zetsils and burst- 
ing with exuberant spirit. A 
bit of the Joffrey’s engagement 
last October, it is a'so the suc- 
cess of the company's current 
season at the City Center. 


Better Health 


Miss de Mille was unable to 
see the Joffrey production on 
stage until last week. On Oct. 14 
at President Ford's White House 
dinner in honor of Martha 
Graham, Miss de Mille became 
ill and had to reenter a New 
York hospital, 

Miraculously, she came out in 
better health than when she 
went in. “Nobody explained, but 
1 regained my balance,” the 67- 
year-old choreographer said. “1 
can walk now.” However, Miss 
de Mille still needs a cane, and. 
for writing, she has trained her- 
self to use her left hand. 

She can indeed write. as read-

ers of her stylish, candid prose 
bave always known. Recently. 
after her last hospital stay she 
finished a new book—another 
autoblographicel volume about 
herself and the prominent fam- 
ilies from which she Is descend- 
ec.

Cecil B, de 
Mille «who capitalized the d) 
was her uncle, and William de 
Mille, the playwright and screen 
writer. was her father. 

“When I was here serabbling 
in New York, my family ruled 
Hollywood,” she said the other 
day in the New York apartment 
in which she settied just before 
World War ΤΙ, determined to 
hit the big time. She did—with 

“Rodeo” and with her choreo- 
graphy for the 1943 Broadway 
musical, “Oklahoma!", followed 
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by “Carousel,” “One Tonch of 
Venus,” “Brigadoon” and other 
popular shows. 

Δ few days ago, to give the 
Joffrey dancers a sense of her 
own excitemen: about “Rodeo” 
when she performed in Its pre- 
miere 34 years ago, she read 
them a letter she had sent to
